T h e New Y ork S e n a to ria l C o n test. 
A lbany, July 9th.—The Republican leg­ 
islative caucus met in the Assembly 
Chamber at 4:30 r. M. yesterday. Phil­ 
lips t illed the caucus to order, and nomin­ 
ated Alvord for Chairman. Carried, amid 
long continued applause. 
He briefly ad­ 
dressed the caucus on behalf of harmony and 
unity. 
Senator Lewis and Assemblyman Law were 
appointed Secretaries. The roll was called 
and fifteen Senators and forty-nine Assembly­ 
men answered to their names. 
Turck moved that two candidates be chosen 
by taking from the principal candidates of the 
Republican party. 
Shroeder offered an amendment that no 
less than 51 votes be required to nominate a 
candidate ; that the caucus first fill the short 
term vacancy, and unless two candidates are 
nominated no nomination shall be binding. 
A division on the question was called for, 
and the first branch, requiring 54 votes, was 
adopted. 
Senator Pitts moved to amend the second 
branch by first voting for the long term, 
which was agreed to, with the further amend­ 
ment that all action be viva voce. 
The other branch, as to the nomination of 
both candidates, was agreed to. 
Turck’s motion was then adopted. 
The caucus then proceeded to nom’nate 
candidates for United States Senator in place 
of Thomas (I. Platt, resigned. 
- 
Senator Woodin read the following to the 
caucus: 
Albany, July Sth. 
To the nu-mb'-r. ,.f 'Jr: I. -givlr.tur.; who have 
voted for rot* for United Swt-:siciia’ >r-<.;entlcmen : 
I prqpow to decl lit: the further use of mi name lor 
foiled States Senator. 1 cannot retire* from this 
canvass without expressing to \vu my reasons 
and my thanks. I take this nation with the 
advice of ti usted friends, who fully concur tint 
in the present juncture sacrifices and concessions 
ought to tie made ou all sides. 1 entered upon this 
campaign at the earnest solictation of a large pro 
poruo'i of the gei.t'imcn who have since sustained 
me, against the wi.lt of my business associates and 
friends. As i deiibera’eiy quit public life many 
years ago, when it was full of promise, for econom­ 
ical and prudential reasons I resolved now to sur­ 
render my professional relations to devote whatever 
of ability er experience 1 [. seteased to the public 
service. You have been fruitlessly balloting for 
five weeks, an 1 for fot.roí them 1 have itad the 
support of a majority of the Republican members 
of tlte Legislature in the midst of ealunmv 
and animosities unusual ever, in political warfare. 
This confidence has remained unshaken, but lam 
convinced that feelings have become so embittered 
in this protracted struggle against those who have 
been longest and forcmo-t in the tight, that neither 
by unity in caucas nor voting in convention can this 
question he settled whi’e they remain in the field. 
Neither State nor party can tffrrd to have New 
York unrepresented in the national e mteils. A 
great clime lias plunged the nation into sorrow, 
aud in the midst of the prayers and tears of 
the whole people, supplicating for the recovery and 
wet ping over the wounds of the i’resident, this party 
strife should cease.

He noticed a bitter taste, but for quite 
a }ime paid no attention to it, but kept put­ 
ting other nails in his mouth. At last he 
was seized with illness, followed by spasms. 
Remembering the facts concerning the can, 
he ran to the house. A physician was sum­ 
moned and Sullivan’s life was saved with dif­ 
ficulty. 
Advices fioiu Oregon. 
Portland, July 9th.—Otto Kuhn, an em­ 
ploye in a planing-mili here, had a row yes­ 
terday with his former hoarding boss, cntting 
him iu the head with a monkey-wrench. He 
then went to his new boarding-place, parsed 
a forged order on the landlady, drawn on Cor­ 
bett & Macleay, for §80, and disappeared. 
At Shell Rock, on the Columbia river, 
Wednesday, two Chinamen were killed by a 
blast and one badly wounded at tho same 
place.

A large number of people endeavored 
to gain a view from the housetops in the 
vicinity of the jai', hut the Sheriff had taken 
the precaution to inclose all sides except that 
fronting toward tho jail with a cinva->, shut­ 
ting off all view. At 2:20 Harper ap­ 
peared, supported by Father Antonio, 
accompanied by the 
Sheriff, 
Under 
Sheriff and Chief cf Police. Harper was a 
man about 0 feet in bight, with a dark mus­ 
tache an 1 dark hair. He was clad in black 
clothe*, black necktie, white shirt and carpet 
sliupers. and wore a black hat.

He aud 
Father Antonio were seated on chairs close to 
the trap. He refused to say anything pub­ 
licly, but spoke privately to Father An­ 
tonio.

He then arose ar.d took his place on 
thetran, and said. “ Good-by to the United 
States.” Father Antoni > then offered prayer 
and bade the prisoner good-by. Harper 
insisted on putting the mne on his own neok, 
after which the Sheriff adjusted it, when 
he said, “ Rrys, here goes t” The soring 
was touched and he f-dl heavily.

was born in Hickory county, Mo., emigrated 
to Texas with his parents when two years 
old, and had always lived on the border.

Kl Paso (Tex.). July lO.h.—The news has 
just came to hand of another Indian outrage. 
I left here for El I’.iso Del Norte, accom­ 
panied by Willard Moore, interpreter, to 
learn the particulars. At the military head­ 
quarters we learned that the troops that left 
seven days ago on a tcout efter the Indians 
had just returned, and the following is a 
portion of the official report, as made by

I) b : Da the 4:b, while on the scout trying to 
rescue Thomas Rey Pugh, son of ex-Senator 
Pugh, who was made captive by tlie Indians 
a week ago, they came upon a new outrage 
six leagues south of Lucro. They found the 
wreck of two wagcus and the murdered 
bodi-s cf Gregotia Miztaz acd Lis 
wife; also the body of Captain .To?e 
A. Torne!, of the Twenty-sixth Infantry. 
He was accompanied by two servants, who 
made their escape l.adly wounded ami re­ 
ported at llucro that tie attack was made by 
twelve Indians, supposed to be a part of 
Victorio’s warrior baud. In the meantime a 
party arrived at Carrasal to recover the body 
of the stage driver murdered at the last at­ 
tack cn the Chihuahua stage. In going to 
the place they left the regular road, so es to 
avoid the Indians. One league eastward 
from where the stage was attacked they found 
the body of T. K Pugb, horribly tcrtured 
and mutilated while living, and then shot, 
there being three bullet wounds on his body. 
The body was buried by the party where 
found. The Mexican authorities have now 
on the scent 150 infantry and 30 cavalry, 
securing the country. The party is under 
command of the famous Iudian-6ghter, Col­ 
onel Terrazas. 
Drutb of an E.v-lnllril Slates grantor. 
Omaha, July 10th.—Hon. Pbineas W. 
Hitchcock, ex-United States Senator from 
Nebraska, died at his residence in this city at 
half-past 10 o'clock this morning, after an ill- 
cets of only ten days. The cause of his illne.s 
was genera! debility and a breaking np of his 
constitution. He leaves two sons—Gilbert 
M., aged 21, and John, aged about 16. De­ 
ceased was bc-rn in New Lebanon, N. Y , in 
1831. He graduated at Williams College, 
Mass., in 1855, and was a claesmate 
of President Garfield. He studied law, and 
in 1857 removed to Omaha to practice 
his profession. He took an active part in 
politics, aud was among the first to stand up 
as an unwavering Abolitionist, and on the 
organization of the Republican party he be­ 
came one of its most prominent memberp. 
In 1860 he was a member of the National 
Republican Convention in Chicago, and in 
1861 was appointed United States Marshal 
for Nebraska Ly President Lincoln, which 
position he held until 1864, when he was 
elected Territorial delegate to Congress. He 
al-o served for a whi'e a< Surveyor Gener: 1 . t 
the District Court of Nebraska. In 1871 he 
was elected United States Senator from Ne­ 
braska, which position he filled with honor to 
the State and great credit to himself. Since 
his retirement from politics, in 1877, he has 
been actively engaged in railroad contracts, 
supplying various western roads with ties. 
He leaves his two sons in effluent circum­ 
stances, as he was very tucaeasful in his bu-i- 
ness pursuits. His death will be sincerely 
monrned in Omaha and throughout the State.

It must be raid that the 
conduct of the lf iard of Prgents hitherto 
has been such as to afford some excuse to 
our rich mcu for withholding gifts from 
the institution, for no man who has marie 
his own fortune likes to give money where 
he cannot feel confident that it wiil be 
judiciously employed, and the financial af­ 
fairs of 
the University 
have been noto­ 
riously ill managed. 
It is jiotsible that 
under the stimulus of this token of an un­ 
wonted confidence the Kegents may repent 
and reform, in which case Mr. Mills will 
probably have the honor of being one of the 
first in a long line of brnefactors to the in­ 
stitution over which they preside. We con­ 
fess, however, that aficr the results of the 
past two mouths we shall think it neces­ 
sary to see the University through a period 
of probation l»cf< re we believe that it has 
not been almost fatally handicapped by its 
legal guardians and rulers. 


THE PRESIDENT. 


The condition of the Pnsidcnt appears 
to be still tatiafactory, though wc think 
wc observe in the official bulletins a degreo 
of caution which has rather a suspicious 
look. 
He has jw ndice, which shows that 
the ball did pass through the liver. 
Ho is 
not free from the pains which from the first 
have indicated spinal injury. 
Tho sup­ 
puration from his wound is evidently in­ 
creasing. 
The danger is by no means over, 
in fact, and it is more necessary than ever 
to guard against premature rejoicings over 
his supposed recovery. 


The San Francisco A l l a has discovered 
that the merchants of that city have much 
to lose by the stoppage of hydraulic min­ 
ing. It says, after giving a partial list of hy­ 
draulic mines w hich pay taxes on r.n assess­ 
ment of over §2,250,000 : 
“ The sales of 
“ San Francisco houses to these who di- 
“ rectly sell to the bouses in the towns 
“ near where the hydraulic mines are sit- 
“ usted, and who also have contracts di- 
“ rcctly w ith the mining corporations, will 
“ show a falling off in their transactions of 
“ an average of over $1,000,000 a month.” 
We do not knew whether th¡3 statem ent 
is mere guess work, or whether it ¡3 based 
upon actual research, but there can be no 
doubt th at a very serious shrinkage of 
business m ust result from the stoppage, 
and even from the temporary suspension, 
of hy draulic miuiug. 
But whatever the 
merchants of San Francisco may have to 
suffer from this canee, they mu3t thank 
their own press fur, and 
their own 
apathy. Tno resort to litigation which Iras 
been had by the farmers and other resi­ 
dents of this valley wa3 the natural ccnso- 
ipueccs of the blind and fierce opposition 
made by San Francisco to the one equit­ 
able, farJghtcd and statesmanlike plan of 
treatm ent which lias been proposed in this 
connection. 
Experience showed that if hydraulic 
mining w as continued a few years longer 
without any restrictive action, not only 
would the rivers be destroyed, but the cul­ 
tivable land and the cities and villages 
along the various streams affected would 
be overwhelmed. 
So far as the owners of 
the threatened property were concerned it 
was a case of self-preservation. 
They' were 
under no obligation which compelled them 
to remain passive and endure whatever 
ni'ght happen. 
It was plain that remedies 
mu^t be applied forthwith. 
But those 
who had giw n the subject moat attention 
perceived that however clear and strong 
the equities of tlic valley residents might 
be, there were property interests involved 
on the side of the miners which would 
render a sudden and final stoppage of 
hydraulic mining most disastrous in its 
consequences. 
Capital had been invested 
in very large amounts in the mining 
region. 
A great industry had been built 
up there. 
It supplied thousands with 
work and business, and assisted materially 
in maintaining the prosperity of the State. 
It was necessary that before summary steps 
were taken to destroy this interest an 
effort should be made to ascertain whether 
the valicy lands could not be effectually 
protected w ithout requiring the abandon­ 
ment of hydraulic mining. 
Tne aid of 
science was invoked to determine this im­ 
portant question. 
Engineers of national 
reputation were brought here to examine 
and report upon the situation. 
They de­ 
cided, as the result of their investigation, 
that the rivers could be kept clear without 
stopping the mints. 
On the strength of 
these reports a measure was framed pro­ 
viding for the application of the remedies 
recommended, and as the primary object 
of this whole scheme was to save the State 
the loss which the stoppage of hydraulic 
mining would entail, it was considered just 
to levy a State tax for the prosecution of 
the engineering works. 
These works were begUD, but so late in 
tl’.e season that it was impossible to do 
more than make a beginning. 
W inter 
arrived, and an unusually heavy rainfall 
put a great strain upon the rivers. 
The 
incipient 
dams 
did 
not 
perforin 
the 
work which no sane person ever expected 
from them, and at once there came an 
outcry. 
The press 
of 
San Francisco, 
which had throughout exhibited an equal 
ignorance, stupidity and meanness in dc- 
enssing the debris question, and which 
had 
been dominated by the one con­ 
sideration of the insignificant tax imposed 
by the Drainage Act, led the onslaught. 
The reporters, bent only upon obeying 
their instructions, assailed the brush dams 
all through the session. 
The lawyers, 
who had oppose! the Drainage Act b( cause 
it threatened to make litigation unneces­ 
sary, t i l their part 
in 
disseminating 
skepticism as to the value of the engineer­ 
ing works. 
A bus and cry was raided all 
over the State against the tax, ar.d event­ 
ually the engineering scheme was dis­ 
credited on tire sirength of representa­ 
tions which only displayed the folly and 
credulity of those vho made them, and 
testified to their profound ignoranco of the 
princ'ples and methods involved. 
Science 
was 
overborne 
and 
fairly 
swamped. 
The public most deeply interested lacked 
■ the patier.ee to give the proposed system 
anything like a fair trial. 
It was prac­ 
tically condemned by those who did not 
understand it, and what the B eiord- 
U nion had foreseen and pointed ont long 
before, happened. 
The opportunity of the lawyers arrived. 
T htir sedulous and interested depreciation 
of the engineering plans bore fruit. 
The 
people of the valley, finding that <v>n Fran­ 
cisco and the rest of the .Slate resisted the 
prosecution of the intended work on the 
ground of expense, and that though these 
penurious objectors did not want hydraulic 
mining stopped, they were pefectly willing 
to leave the Sacramento valley at the 
mercy cf “ rk kens,” did what was to 
have been expected under the circum­ 
stances—they turned, that is to say, to 
litigation, as a 1-st recourse. 
The present 
situation, therefore, is largely due to the 
course of San Frau cisco in tho past. 
Had 
that city possessed a press capable of recog. 
nizing the interests of the State, and of 
working for them intelligently, the re­ 
course to litigation need not have been 
had. But the residents of this valicy eouhl 
not be expected to sit down patiently and 
see their hotncB destroyed, and as the State 
mads it very conspicuous th st it cared 
nothing for them, there was no reason why 
they should take any thought for the in­ 
terests of the State. 
We have said from 
! the outset that this question was one of the 
first consequence to San Francisco, but 
she did not or would not recognize that 
truth, and it is rather late in the day for 
her press to discover that she is likely to 
take serious harm from the pending litiga­ 
tion. 
The time for action was when the 
IÍKVOKI» U n io n w&s battling for a fair and 
full trial of the engineering plans. 
Had 
she then stood by us the remedial measures 
proposed by Capt. Eads and his colUagues 
would have been carried out, and wc have 
never had any doubt th at in that case the 
problem would have been solved, and 
solved in the most satisfactory way pos­ 
sible. 


As concerns 
economic 
considerations 
nothing could 
possibly have exhibited 
less community judgment thau the course 
this whole question has taken. 
It was 
clearly shown in Governor I’erkins’ special 
message to the Legislature that the suc­ 
cessful completion of the projects of the 
engineers would result, among other bene­ 
fits, ia restoring to cultivation tracts of 
land the value of which could not be less 
than $70,000,000. 
It was shown also that 
the protection of the rivers permanently 
would not cost more than $0,000 000, and 


might cost very much less. 
Now if any 
private capitalist discovered th at he could 
sscure $70,000,000 by an investment of 
$.1,000,000, it Í3 very certain th at he 
would, avaii himself of the opportunity. 
But the people of California shut their 
eye3 to the advantages offered them, de­ 
liberately turned their Lacks upon those 
advautages, and have finally allowed them­ 
selves to be driven into the toils of fee- 
hunting 
lawyers, who are a t 
present 
preaching a new gospel the essence of 
which is “ in multiplicity of lawsuits lies 
“ salvation.” 
Never was a great problem 
more perversely and uniutelligently treat­ 
ed, in fact, and it Í3 mainly to the press of 
San Francisco that this is attributable. 
A t present every recourse has been 
abandoned save litigation, and as that pro­ 
ceeds an intense hostility between the con­ 
tending sections ¡3 being developed, and 
all manner cf regrettable methods cf ex­ 
pressing that hostility arc being adopted. 
Personal interest on both sides is rapidly 
wosking the parties up to fever h e a t; and 
the lawyers are cunningly fanning the 
llames. 
B at we, who have uo other inter­ 
est in the m atter than a regard for the 
well-being of the whole community ; we, 
whose function it is to advise and deferid 
and support every section cf the State, and 
who are compelled to recognize the im­ 
portance and beneficence of even the most 
conflicting industries ; wc direct our gaze 
forward, and see no assurance of a satis­ 
factory adjustm ent in the future. 
LitLa- 
tion is proverbially uncertain, and though 
interested lawyers, greedy for fat fees, are 
uo doubt willing to give the largest assur­ 
ances to those whose clientage they solicit, 
ic is impossible for conscientious observers 
to indorse any such prophecies. 
Under 
the comprehensive and scientific plans 
which have been so foolishly and prema­ 
turely rejected, there v.ould have been cer­ 
tain protection for all in the end. 
But 
should the Courts refuse to the plaintiffs in 
tírese suits the relief which they seek, 
where will they tucn for help, and even 
should 
they 
obtain 
that relief, what 
power will intervene to 
protiet them 
against the mountains oí already detached 
debris which only await the action cf the 
winter rains to pour down into the no 
looger guarded livers, and which will so 
pour down no m atter how the Courts de­ 
cide 7

Sixty-eight votes are secured for 
these candidates by the caucus action, but 
eightv-one are necessary to election, and 
the remaining thirteen must be gained from 
the Conkling men or not at all. 
The 
Conkling men have now put themselves 
outside the Republican party, and perhaps 
having done this they may go a little 
farther, and form an alliance with the 
Democrats. 
That at least seems to be the 
only other move possible for them to make. 
Under the circumstances, however, we 
think it is perfectly clear that they are 
holding out on tho chance th at the Presi­ 
dent may die after all. 
This is the only 
explanation of their continued obstinacy. 
They know th at if Garfield lives their 
plans will be overthrown, and that they 
will bo ruined henchmen. 
They are there­ 
fore making a desperate speculation on the 
contingency, and they may be expected to 
remain in their present attitude of sullen 
expectancy until the President is declared 
out of danger, or dies. 
It is a consistently 
infamous euding to an infamous situation.

A HORRIBLE DEATH NEAR 3A2ERSFIELD. 


[Marysville Appeal, July ytli.i 
W. F. Knox, one of the State Drainage 
Commissioner?, and Colonel Mcndeil,United 
States Engineer, with several assistant en­ 
gineers, arrived in this city last evening 
from San Francisco. 
J,earning that it was 
the intention oi the party to visit the de­ 
bris dam in the Vuba river, an Ajijwal 
reporter applied to Mr. Knox for euch in­ 
formation a3 he might feel disposed to give 
about the matter. 
Mr. Knox stated that Colonel Mendell 
proposed to make a thorough examination 
of tho dam and of the river immediately 
below it and for several miles above, with 
a view to determine what effect the struct­ 
ure has had in arresting the flow of debris, 
and also what changes it has produced in 
the bed of the liver, etc. 
The engineers 
will be engaged for several days in re- 
survcying the liver, and by a comparison 
of their notes with those of the original 
survey the changes caused by the dam can 
be definitely ascertained. 
One of the men 
who was employed in the original survey 
accompanies the party. 
Observations will 
also be made to determine the extent of 
tho damage to the dam. 
Assistant State 
Engineer Msnson made a survey of the 
dam and a portion of the river above and 
below, on foot, about two months ago. He 
subsequently made a written report which 
has not been published. 
The report was 
favorable. 
A lter the completion of the 
survty about to be made of the Vuba dam 
the surveying party wiii inspect the dam 
iu Bear river. 
Mr. Knox stated that the Drainage Com­ 
missioners had lest no confidence in tt.e 
efficiency of brush dams. 
Jle thinks that 
no intelligent man can doubt that dains 
can be constructed th at will hold back the 
debris. 
It is only a question of cost. 
Even if hydraulic mining should cease, it 
would bo advisable to construct and main­ 
tain a system of darns to stop the flow of 
the debris already ia the canyons and 
rivers. 
In regard to the details of construction 
of the debris dams, Mr. Knox said it would 
probably have been better to place the cut 
trees directly upon the mattress of brush. 
Instead of that, the trees were placed at 
the upper edge of the mattress. 
Had the 
trees, or brush, been placed directly over 
the mattress, he thinks the washing out 
might not have occurred. 
He say9 it 
should be borne in mind that the dams 
constructed were simply experimental, and 
formed but a small part of the system that 
the Commission had in mind. 
As regards the location of the Vuba dam, 
Mr. Knox thinks it would be better situ­ 
ated were it farther down the river,where 
there is a slower current. 
But for the 
property interests to be considered, tbe 
dam could have been located to better ad­ 
vantage ranch farther down the river. One 
of the best natural situations for its loca­ 
tion would be near what is the site of the 
city of Marysville. 
The idea of building 
dams away up in the river canyons Mr. 
Knox thinks wholly impracticable. As for 
dams of solid masonry resting on the bed 
rock, the cost of construction would be so 
great that they are simply out of the ques­ 
tion. 
Drainage Commissioner Scarles was ex­ 
pected to arrive last night, and to accom­ 
pany the engineering party to the Y uba 
dam this morning. 
Hamilton Smith, .las. 
O’Brien, F. Reardon and C. B. Hawley, 
well known hydraulic mining men, were in 
town last evening, and it was said that 
they would accompany the party to the 
dam to-day.

expense. 
N o book or books sold by subscrip­ 
tion shall be purcha eJ without the consent 
cf a m ajority of the members of tha Board 
of Trustees.”

THE 
ROILING 
MILLS. 


The work looking to the completion of the 
rolling m ills is m oving on steadily, ar.d the 
building and Its boilers, engines and ma­ 
chinery have assumed an appearance of a 
necr-approaching activity. 
The largest en­ 
gine was started up tha latter part of the 
past week for the purpose of trial, the steam 
being taken from the shop boilers, which are 
connected by pipes w ith the machinery in 
the rolliog mills. 
This connection is made 
with a view of utilizing the steam at both 
place?, so that in csce there should at any 
time be a temporary deficienc y of steam at 
the mills it could at once be supplied from 
the boilers at the shops, and any surplus at 
tho m ills can also be utilized by use at the 
shors. 
The Urge engine whs found to work 
perfectly, w ithout the least adjustm ent of 
any kind having to bo made from the posi­ 
tion in which it was placed when set up, in 
accordance with the original drawings and 
plans. 
This is regarded as a very successful 
piece of machine construction, taking into 
consideration the size and power cf the ma­ 
chinery, and a considerable portion sf which 
is original in design. 
The drafring was all 
executed by G. A . Stoddard, who has been 
foreman of that department for the past 
thirteen years. 
The main engine is now ready for wrrk, 
and the other parts of the m ill are being 
pu-hed forward. 
The smaller engine, which 
is to run the blower and two saws for cutting 
i if the iron, is completed and in position, as 
also the blower aud main driving-ahaft. The 
pumping engine for supplying the mills with 
water is finished and set up. 
It will work 
independent of tho other machinery, and 
when the works are in operation w ill require 
to be run contiuuou-ly. 
Another steam 
pump for supplying feed water for the boilers 
connected with the furnaces is ready f >r me. 
Part of the furnaces are com pleted, and four 
of the five furnace boilers are finished and 
have been placed in position. 
An extra 
boi’er for the purpose of supplying ad i renal 
s*eam in case of necessity, and which is of 
the same style and capacity as those used at 
the shops, has been built aud placed iu pod 
tier, iu the extreme eastern end of the main 
building, which w ill make a steam system of 
six boilers at the rolling mills and four at the 
shops, which can all be u.-ed separately cr 
combined as de-ir- d. 
The foundation for the large anvil is now- 
being prepared. 
The sixteen piles under­ 
neath, uocn which it is to rest, are being 
rawed i ff about ten feet below the surface, 
and upon these w ill be placed an iron plate 
six inches thick ard six by seven feet in size. 
Upon the top tf this plate four feet of timber 
standing on end will be placed, and upon this 
the anvil block. 
Tho hammer machinery is 
vet to be constructed. 
The piattern is row 
being made of the cress head of the hammer, 
which is to he made at the E ast,of cast-steel, 
it leh ig too lar. e to forge with the present 
capacity of the hammer and furnaces at the 
rhm s her *. 
One set cf ri.x rolls is nearly done, and 
three are already in position.

a short trial of ti e rolls wiil be made within 
two or three weeks.

W ashington, July Í* oh.—The basement of 
the Executive Mansion is gradually assuming 
the appearance of an extensive machine shop 
or model room. 
Kvery hour adds to the 
number of engines, ventilating fans, steam 
blowers and electric motors and refrigerating 
mechanical devices which inventors from ail 
parts of the country are offering the attend­ 
ing surgeons, with assurances that they will 
lower thetem peratureof the President’s room 
from 10 to 30 degrees. 
From the basement, 
near the main entrance, is heard the hum 
and hiss of the engine and boiler taken from 
a steam launch at the Nav y Yard and brought 
here to run a blower fan, which is forcing 
artificially cooled air, or to speak more cor­ 
rectly, air which is supposed to be artificially 
cooled, into the President’s chamber. A t the 
eastern end of the mansion lie3 a large iron 
boiler, which is shortly to be brought iu and 
6et up to furnish mote power, and near it 
stands one oi 
the city fire-engines, which 
was used, last night in an unsuccessful attem pt 
to refrigerate air by alternate compression 
and expansion. 
In the Cabinet « dicers’room 
stands a mechanical device resembling wood­ 
en towers on wheels used iu ancient warfare. 
In the low-er hall, apparatus which looks a lit­ 
tle like an old fashioned signpost at a country 
crossroads is rotating slowly on an axis 
formed by its upright shaft sweeping its one 
arm in a wide circle like a half-dismasted 
windmill.
